Congressmen Who Are Injured by 
Their Reputation as Humorists.

Proctor Knott and Sunset Cox as Rival Jokers 
—Phjl Thompson and His Double—"‘Uncle” 
Bob Smalls’ Generosity.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Proctor Knott’s fa 
mous Duluth speech has been republisned by cer- 
tain Kentucky papers, which are shouting for 
him as their candiaate for Governor. The speech 
may be a good campaign document, but if Mr. 
Knott’s own utterances are to be credited—an@ 
who will not trust Proctor Knott's word?—the 
speech, famous as it was, was the worst thing taat 
ever happened to him during his Congres- 
sional career Few men-can be funny and 
retain their influence in the grave affairs 
of State, and Mr. Knott fully appreciates that. 
Only one man in the last House succeeded in ac- 
complishing that feat, and not one in a hundred 
who essays the role of humorist finds it to his 
advantage in the longrnn. Mr. Knott, I am in 
formed, has often said to his friends here that he 
has never recovered from the effects of that 
speech. Whenever, since that time, he hag 
opened his mouth upon the floor of Congress,those 
about him have expected to hear something funny, 
and the resultis that wnat he has saidin cold, 
hard earnest has not had the effect that 
it wouid otherwise have had, Yet “Proc” is pop. 
ular with his fellow Congressmen, and when he 
was on his feet everybody gave attention. Reed, 
of Maine, isthe only examplejof the possibility of 
being funny and atthe same time retaining full 
influence. And his faculty which produces mirth 
is witrather than humor. Sam Cox’s humor has 
really lowered him in the estimation of the House 
even if ithas not with the country generally. 
Ife is really a person of large attainments in 
literature, art, travel and information about the 
details of Government affairs, and is noi lacking 
in the elements of statesmanship, yet his efforts 
at grave discussion of grave subjects are usually 
failures, as will his Speakership candidacy be une 
less he is taken up as acompromise between the 
Randall and Carlisle factions. Horr, of Michigan, 
is another humorist.. He has both wit and humor 
in large quantities, but he accomplishes little by 
any other means. Humphreys, of Wisconsin, 
who tried to be funny, never accomplished 
much either as a humorist or in cold earnest. 
McKenzie, of Kentucky, madetwo funny speeches 
in the House inthe Forty-seventh Congress, and 
nothing else that he could say went for much.

OUR GAS KINGS. 

The more the gas question is discusséd, the 
more apparent its importance becomes. The 
dividends paid to the city as one of the St. 
Louis Gas Light Company stockholders, prove 
thatit rendered last yearto its stockholders 
fn dividends, from its current net earnings, 
the enormous sum of $420,000, and it is certain 
that the increase this year will make its net 
income fully $500,000. Thisis over and above 
two and a-half miles of main pipes it lays in 
the streets annually under the tripartite 
agreement, as well as all other needed exten- 
sions and improvements, It is plain this in- | 
come six years hence will reach at least 
$700,000. The city now pays less than five 
per cent on its bonds, and therefore this in- 
come would in six or seven years hence pay 
the current interest on $14,000,000 of its bonds. 
If the gas were reduced one-half it would 
still pay the interest on $7,000,000 of. its 
bonds. The bloated monster has, however, 
but just six years and eight months to live. 
As surely as the sun will rise on the 
first day of January, 1890, so surely 
will it die. Die absolutely. Become utterly 
extinct beyond the power of extension or 
resurrection. It has about three hundred 
miles of main pipes through all the streets 
in the heart of the city, yet it cannot use an 
inch of any street after its charter expires, 
nor convey the right to do so to any company 
formed under the general law, without the 
consent of the city. It can make gas in its 
workx, but the city can shut off its mains in 
the streets at the point where the street lines 
commence. Then what will those works be 
worth? The pipes cannot be removed from 
the¥streets without the greatest damage to 
the landlord’s—the city’s—property. Then 
to whom do those pipes belong on the ist of 
January, 1890? Whena lease is made fora 
fixed period and the lessee inserts pipes 
through the walls of the landlord’s house, 
when the lease expires can he tear 
the house to pleces in order to take 
out his pipes? Can he occupy and use 
the pipes or authorize any new tenant 
to do sojafter his lease expires? But sup- 
pose the company were allowed to take up 
allita pipes, it would by the express terms 
of its charter be bound to repair the streets, 
and that would cost more than the old iron 
would be worth. In six years and a half 
those works and pipe will be worth $6,500,000 
to the city, while tothe Gas Company. they 
will turn into just so much old iron. But if 
the right to sell gas for lighting purposes be 
granted by the city tothe Water Gas Com- 
pany it could buy out or sell out tothe old 
company, or pool with it and totally defeat 
the city. Powerful as gas companies are 
with city governments, we do not believe a 
measure 80 glaring and of such vital impor- 
tance will be advocated by any officials who 
care for their reputations or have the least 
regard for the interests of the city. Hence- 
forth the city’s position is worth $1,000,000 
per annum to it, but if the ordinance allow- 
ing the Water Gas Company or any 
other company to sell illuminating gas be 
passed the positionof the city is gone— 
worthless. 

But what shall the city do with the hated 
monopoly? Our answer is, condemn it. The 
city clearly has the right todo so under the 
Scheme and Charter. The company’s 12,000 
shares of stock are quoted at 280. The stock- 
holders themselves, therefore,value the rem- 
nant of the company’s term of life, its 
property, at about three and a half millions. 
The city owes it over one million. The useof 
the works, therefore, for the six and ahalf 
yearsis not worth over twe and a half millions 
because in that short period they must yield 
the principal as well as the interest. Five 
per cent., which is the rate the city pays for 
interest on this amount, would be one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand dollars per 
annum. The city covld lower the price of 
gas and still leave a sinking fund which in 
seven years would pay for the works, The 
Gas Question overshadows all other municipal 
questions in importance.

DR. GREEN AT DINNER. 

The appearance in England of Dr. NoRVIN 
GREEN, the President of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company,} has naturally stimu- 
lated the activity of the cable agents of the 
Associated Press, and we are favored with 
full repérts of the speeches made yesterday 
at the banquet; given at Grinnedge by Dr. 
GREEN to himself. The high estimation in 
which Dr. GREEN holds himself is shown by 
the fact that there were present at the ban- 
quet such distinguished men as JoHN PEN- 
pEB, M. P., Viscount Bury, Count Lam- 
BERTIE and other noble shareholders of the 
Western Union, although we are grieved to 
note that Lord Monck and Lord Tweerp- 
DALE were prevented by bad health from 
attending. 

The presence of the Viscount Bury in- 
sured a toast to the House of Lords, 
for which Dr. GRerEeN has that profound 
respect aud veneration of all truly 
aristocratic Americans. Then Dr. GREEN 
did himself honor as the guest of the even- 
ing, and his friend Mr. PENDER made a 
beautiful speech in which he referred in the 
most touching manner to the love and esteem 
in which we hold the British Queen, whose 
dominion, we are assured, extends over our 
country quite as effectively as over Ireland. 
At first reading of Mr. PENDER’S speech the 
impression is that Dr. GREEN’s visit to 
England was caused by solicitude for her

Weare assured, however, that the real 
object of Dr. Green's visit was to have. 
the Western Union stock listed on 
the London Stock Exchange, with a 
view to unloading on the guileless

All good 
Americans will sympathize with Dr. GREEN 
in his attempt to unload a little Western 
Union onthe British lambs, and we shall 
feel as if the honors were easier between the 
two countries when he succeeds. 


THE KEIM CASE. 
That Givit Service Reform was a remedy 
for most of the evils of our corrupt politics 
was a proposition which none but the base 


spoilsman was bold enough to question, but 
in the first application of the remedy an un- 
fortunate hitch has occurred, a little obstacle, 
insignificant in itself but highly provoking 
to all friends of reform. This is the uncer- 
tainty as to the political status and eternal 
fitness of De BENNEVILLE DE RANDOLPH 
Keim, the first appointment made by the 
commission. 

The public has gladly accepted the assur- 
ance of the Civil Service Reformers that 
when they tackled the appointment busi- 
ness none but persons of the most 
distinguished ability and of the most immac- 
ulate ptrity would be permitted to connect 
themselves with the public service. They 
would have been willing to accept the mere 
fact of a nomination by the commission as 
proof in itself of worth and fitness, but they 
are utterly at a loss for an opinion when it 
appears from the proceedings of the com - 
mission that its members are themselves 
divided and uncertain about the character 
of one of their principal appointees. 

Thege gentlemen, who are only three in 
number,and who have to choose a staff of only 
half a dozen, were obliged to confess 
that they have awarded one of the most re- 
sponsible positions in their charge to a per- 
son whose confirmation may very properly 
be refused. Yet they have never spared a 
President, who has thousands of appoint- 
ments to make, whenever he has made mis- 
takes in his selections, and they have always 
treated Presidential errors as political errors. 
Their first attempt must bring them to a 


office,and we trust it will duly chasten them. 
Ariything which would forfeit the confidence 
of the publicin Dorman B. Eaton and his 
Board of Examiners would be a national 
calamity, but it might, on the other hand, be 
a public benefit if these self-worshipping re-

A TALENTED mulatto woman has turned 
up in Washington City—the experimental 
garden of the colored race—who has an ambi- 
tion to figure as a dramatic star. Her name 
is HENRIETTA VINTON DAVIS, and she has 
made quite a hitasa reader. She is under 
the patronage of Frrep DowuGLAss and ex- 
pects soon to play “‘Juliet’’ to a white 
“Romeo.” The colored race, though pos. 
sessed of great mimetic power, has done very 
little up togthis time to adorn the dramatic 
or lyric stage, outside of jubilee singing and 
minstrelsy. A negro actor named IRA 
ALDRIDGE flourished in England a few years 
ago, but he did not efface the memory of the 
elder KEAN. There wasa “Black Swan” 
floating about the country in the early part 
of this decade, but she sang herself to sleep 
on the threshold of her career. After 
our colored race in this country has 
enjoyed a hundred years of culture 
it will doubtless produce some _ great 
actors, provided physical deterioration 
dvesn’t set in. The negro is a natural imi- 
tator. He has a powerful, flexible voice. 
He bas, above all, the knack of losing him- 
self in the character which he assumes 
Those who have witnessed the ecstatic, sou!- 
stirring “Juba” performance of the planta- 
tion darkey can form an idea of the effect- 
iveness of such talent when directed by 
intelligence and lifted upon a higher plane.

Rumored Break in the Ranks—The Programme

Probably the deliberations of no set of con 
spirators were ever invested with so much mys- 
tery as those of the seven members of the City 
Council who last week announced themselves as 
a solemn league offensive and defensive against 
the Mayor of St. Louis.

An Immense Audience Present at 
the Initial Performance. 


Interesting Details of the Great Dramatic 
Event—What the Actors Are Paid for Their 
Services—A Manager Under Difficulties— 
Cherub’s Letter. 

— 


Special Correspondence of tne Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, April 30,—The players are here, 
and to-night the great dramatic festival—the first 
thing of the kind, I believe, in the history of the 
country—will begin. John McCullough and Wm. 
M. Conner with their company arrived this morn- 
mg from New York; Mary Anderson came on the 
same train; Lawrence Barrett and his com- 
pany also put in their appearance, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Nat Goodwin, two, were among 
the arrivals. Mile Rhea and “>her party 
dropped in, but will go out to Stone, 
a suburban village, this evening, and return in 
time to play in “Much Ado About Nothing,” on 
Wednesday. John A. Ejilsier and Olara Morris 
will be here in the morning and then the forces 
will be entirely made up. The greatest harmony 
seems to dwell among the performers, notwith- 
standing reports of littie jealousies and threats to 
upheave the whole dramatic fabric of the unl- 
verse for the sake of an inch or two in the size of 
the letters used in the posters or the position as- 
signed each inthe advertisements. Even Law- 
rence Barrett, the most heartily disliked man in 
the business, seems to be on amicable terms with 
his brethren, and for the sake of art, as the chari- 
table cities put it, everybody at all in- 
terested in the _ festival is reconciled 
to his or her task and displays the 
cheerful side of nature in doing bis or her duty.

ILLINOIS LAW-MAKING. 


East St. Louis Grain Inspection Bill~A Hot 
Time in the House. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 1.—The East St. Louis 
grain inspection bill still lies in the House on the 
order of second reading. An effort was made 
last week to get it brought forward on the calen- 
dar, but this failed. Another effort will be made 
this week, when, it is reasonably probable, it will 
receive consideration. The bill now provides that 
in counties having an elevator and warehouse 
capacity of 4,000,000 busheis and upwards, the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
may establish State grain inspection, and tbe 
Governor shali thea appolutan Inspector. It has 
been discovered, bhuowever, that this wording 
would barely reach East St. Louis, as the Venice 
Elevator, with a capacity of 600,000 bushels, is in 
Madison county. An attempt will be made, there- 
fore, to amend the bill so that this ele- 
vator shall be distinctly includea in its pro- 
Visions, andihen an effort will be niade to pass 
the bill. The influence in its favor is understood 
to be stronger outside of the Legislature than In 
it. The Peoria dnterest will fight the bill, be- 
cause, it is alleged, at the present rate 
of increase, its elevator cupacily 
would soon bring that city Withiu 
the jimits of this bill, and the operators there do 
not want that. A prominent member of the Ware- 
house Committee of the House says he does not 
believe ine bill can get through the House, *But,”’ 
he added, “if it does feel prelly Certain 
that it will go through the Senate.” 
THE GREAT LEGISLATIVE DAY 
of this session will be to-morrow, on two special 
orders—the one a House appropriation bill for 
paving the streets and laying the sidewalks 
around the State-lhouse, and the other the Dill to 
submit the question of completing the State 
House and appropristing $500,000 therefor to a 
vote of the pevple.

The World's First Wine.

Imperial Tokay is “‘the first wine of the 
world.”” Every country, not excepting of 
late years even America and Australia, has @ 
first wine of the world; but the Jeputation 
of Tokay, at least, is well established. The 
Hungarians say thatithas not alone the 
color but the worth of gold; and the Freach 
is not the enly nation that believes in its 
almost magical medicinal virtues. The 
Tokay district of Hegyalia eatends from 
north to south for nearly forty miles above 
the right bank of the Bodrog, a tributary of 
the Theiss,and is traversed by numerous vale 
leys. There isa tradition thatinthe thir-

Tokay is divided, 
like some other wines, into the aszu, masiaé 
aud szamvurodui; but it can not be made in 
all years, tor the grapes must become per- 
fecily dried up and crytalized before use,and 
for this a dry and hot October is indispensa- 
ble. ‘This, to sume extent, explains the hi 
first-cost price itsometimes attains; but the 
cru and the age ofa tokay wine very much 
influence its subsequent value.
